1. On 5 August ... 19 ADN reported that Dr. Franz 
Alfred SIX, head ojTOKHMHSDepartment "H", was to go under- 
ground to avoid unfavorable publicity. Reference concerns a 
1962 newspaper report of a meeting between UTILITY and a 
l'nu SIX. 

2. Headquarters traces reveal that Dr. Franz Alfred SIX 
was a professor at the University in Koenigsberg prior to 
1939. In 1944, he was Chief of Amt VII, RSHA. An "Ernst" SIX 
was reported arrested in 1946. A 1951 news article lists 

Dr. Franz SIX as having his war crime sentence modified from 
20 to 10 years. In April 1961, Ihr. SIX was named as a witness 
at the Eichmann trial, but he failed to appear, professor 
Franz Alfred SIX is listed in the 1962-1963 Sud-Wurttemberg 
telephone directory as residing in Kressborn, Weinbergstrasse 14.
